Juvenile Court 
Aim Is To Help 
Young Offenders

Many youths who go to Juvenile 
Court are more than a little afraid of 
the consequences. The people who 
work in the Pickaway County Juvenile 
Court, however, are there to help. 
Guy G. Gine of Ashville is the 
juvenile judge. The court’s staff also 
includes three probation officers, one 
for girls and two for boys, and two 
deputy clerks. 
The jobs which are handled in the 
juvenile court are diversified and 
complex but always have something to 
do with the county’s youth. Even 
divorce cases which are handled in the 
Common Pleas Court are sometimes 
later related to the juvenile court when 
children are involved. 
Mrs. Frances Marion who has been a 
deputy clerk in juvenile court for eight 
years, said that if the children are not 
given to either of the parents in a 
divorce action, they are then placed 
with the Pickaway County Children’s 
Services.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The public 
reacts, then un-reacts to energy 
conservation, a Columbia Gas Co. 
official who also is a member of the 
Ohio Energy Advisory Council said 
Tuesday. 
William Morse told fellow council 
members that the public first complied 
with advice to conserve but then went 
back to normal usage. 
David C. Sweet, a member of the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
and also a council member, said they 
couldn’t be blamed. 
“ You got to admit that last winter 
prices zapped up, and there magically 
appeared to be energy resources,” 
Sweet said. “ The public, naturally, is 
going to be skeptical.” 
The council, which advises the Ohio 
Emergency Energy Commission, was 
told by another member, Charles 
Whitten, that the government has been 
telling the public “ buy cars but don’t 
use them. 
“ It has to test your intelligence,” 
said Whitten, general manager of the 
Toledo Area Regional Transit Author­ 
ity. 
“ If they expect people to buy cars to 
keep the economy going, then ob­ 
viously they are not going to use mass 
transit. I guess the answer is to buy 
cars and don’t use them and go by 
mass transit.”

children comes through the juvenile 
court. 
One of Mrs. Marion’s jobs is to 
handle all the bookkeeping and 
banking for the court. She also makes 
all the purchase orders and vouchers 
the bills to the county. Other jobs 
assigned to Mrs. 
Marion include 
preparing all of the journal entries, 
collecting driver’s licenses from 
traffic offenders and keeping track of 
their attendance at traffic school. 
The court’s other deputy clerk, 
Carolyn Hart, does all the follow-up 
work on the cases when they come out 
of court. She also sends out sum­ 
monses for court appearances and 
keeps monthly statistics. Miss Hart 
joined the juvenile court staff the first 
of last year. 


Mrs. Marion said the court collected 
over $40,000 last year for fines, court 
costs, 
support 
payments 
and 
restitution payments. Many young 
people who appear on delinquent 
charges are ordered by the court to 
pay for the damages they have done or 
pay for property which they have 
stolen. 
Charges which would be criminal 
cases in the adult court are termed 
delinquent when involving youths. 
Other cases filed in the juvenile court 
include dependent, neglected and 
unruly children and adult cases. 
Juveniles who are arrested for traffic 
offenses are also cited to appear before 
Judge Cline. 
Adult cases which are filed in the 
juvenile court involve an adult who is 
charged with a violation against a 
child. These cases include contributing 
to the unruliness, delinquency or 
neglect of a minor. 
The maximum penalty assigned in 
juvenile court for delinquent offenses 
is a sentence to the Ohio Youth 
Commission. The main problem with a 
sentence to the Commission is that the 
child is often released when he or she 
reaches the age of 18. Because of this, 
the county prosecutor’s office will 
sometimes take juveniles charged 
with serious crimes to the common 
pleas court and try them as adults. 
There are provisions for this action in 
the Ohio Revised Code which outlines 
the procedure as well as the type of 
cases which can be taken to the adult 
court. 
From the Ohio Youth Commission, a 
juvenile delinquent can be sent on to 
the Training Institution of Central 
Ohio, the Training Center for Youth, 
Indian River or several youth camps. 
The Training Center for Youth is used 
mainly by the authorities for juveniles 
with emotional problems while Indian

Vietnam Aid 
Increase Has 
Little Chance 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
Key 
senators of both parties see little 
chance that President Ford can win 
congressional approval of the ad­ 
ditional $300 million in military aid he 
says is “ essential” for South Viet­ 
namese morale and security. 
And Ford’s refusal to rule out a 
resumption of bombing in Indochina 
produced a warning from assistant 
Democratic Leader Robert C. Byrd 
that such action “ would be a ca­ 
tastrophic mistake.” 
The subject of possible 
U.S. 
responses to the deteriorating military 
situation in South Vietnam came up in 
five separate questions at Ford’s news 
conference Tuesday. 
Ford said he couldn’t foresee “ at the 
moment” any circumstances under 
which the United States would re-enter 
the war. But when asked if he would 
rule out bombing or naval action, Ford 
said it wouldn’t be appropriate to 
predict specific actions but that any 
steps would be taken “ under our Con­ 
stitutional and legal procedure.” 
The President said he would for­ 
mally ask Congress later this week or 
next week for the extra $300 million, 
calling it “ a proper action by us to help 
a nation and a people prevent ag­ 
gression in violation of the Paris ac­ 
cord.” 
But Byrd said in an interview, “ I 
think most senators will take a rather 
dim view of it,” adding: “ We can’t go 
on indefinitely appropriating more aid. 
What will it be next year? Where will it 
end?” 
Sen. John G. Tower, 
R-Tex., 
chairman of the Senate GOP Policy 
Committee, agreed with Byrd that 
chances for the request were poor. 
“ I will support (Ford) and support 
him 
vigorously,” 
the 
Texas 
Republican said. 
“ But given the 
present complexion of the Congress, 
I’m pessimistic about the outcome of 
the request.” 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
said he also doubts the Senate would 
approve the additional funds — 
restoring $300 million that was 
authorized by Congress last year but 
then cut from the appropriations bill. 
Asked about Ford’s refusal to rule 
out a resumption of bombing, Man­ 
sfield replied: “ I can’t believe that he 
would consider resumed bombing. It 
would be counterproductive.” 
Byrd took an even stronger stand, 
declaring “ it would be a catastrophic 
mistake to resume bombing. 
“ I don’t think the American people 
would stand for putting our boys back 
into the line of fire in Vietnam,” he 
said. 
Jobless Benefit Extension Pushed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - State 
representatives 
rushed 
toward 
enactment today a Senate-approved 
bill providing more jobless benefits for 
the state’s long-time unemployed. 
Chairman J. Leonard Camera of the 
House Commerce and Labor Com­ 
mittee said he expected his panel to 
complete action on the proposal this 
morning, sending it to the Rules 
Committee for assignment to a 
possible floor vote this afternoon. His 
committee opened hearings Tuesday 
night, but there were no opponents. 
Members of both parties want to 
send the measure to Gov. James A. 
Rhodes by the end of this week, 
thereby meeting a deadline for states 
to act under a new federal jobless pay 
extension law. 
If enacted by Jan. 26, the federal 
government will underwrite the cost of 
the first four weeks of a 13-week ex­ 
tension of unemployment benefits pro­ 
vided in the bill. Camera, D-53 Lorain, 
said the savings to the state will total 
about $6 million. 


Rhodes said he would sign the 
emergency bill into law. 
Ohioans who have exhausted their 
regular 26 weeks of benefits would 
qualify for another 13 weeks. Officials 
place the number of jobless now out of 
benefits at about 20,000. Individual 
payments averaged $75 a week. 
In other business, the House 
Finance-Appropriations 
Committee 
was to resume deliberations on a bill 
allocating a $91.3 million 
budget 
surplus to Ohio school districts. 
Despite the prospect of bipartisan 
support seen earlier by Democratic 
leadership sponsors, Republican 
opposition surfaced in the House panel 
Tuesday and took away some of the 
bill’s impetus. 
GOP lawmakers, headed by Rep. 
Charles F. Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg, 
said they were concerned about 
dwindling state revenues that could 
erase the surplus. They also dislike the 
plan of giving $40 per pupil to the 
school districts under the state’s 
existing foundation formula, which is 
\ 


under sharp criticism for its inequities 
in the distribution of state funds. 
House Finance Chairman Myrl H. 
Shoemaker, D-88 Bourneville, in­ 
dicated frustration over what he 
termed Republican “ foot dragging,” 
and said he had been unable to get the 
new Republican director of the Office 
of Budget and Management, Howard 
Collier, to come before the committee 
to allay fears about the surplus. 
“ He told me he didn’t have the 
figures yet,” Shoemaker said. 
The Senate Finance Committee, 
which has been hearing an identical 
bill simultaneously to speed action 
when the House bill reaches that 
chamber, plans further discussion of it 
Wednesday night. 
The House received four new bills at 
its brief floor session Tuesday. Among 
them was a proposal to implement a 
recently-approved 
constitutional 
amendment 
that 
expands 
the 
homestead property tax exemption for 
the elderly to include the permanently 
and totally disabled. 


Atty. Gen. Brown said Rhodes, who 
took office two days following signing 
of the measures, should be made a part 
of the suit because he had possession of 
the bill and had said he would hold it 
and five others until he received in­ 
structions from a court on how to 
dispose of them. 
Democrats shoved the six bills in­ 
cluding redistricting through in the six 
days during which they controlled the 
legislature and GiUigan was in the 
governor’s office. 
Former Ii. Gov. Brown, who left 
office at the same time as Gilligan, 
didn’t sign the bdls, claiming he didn’t 
have the original, only a copy. 
Senate Majority leader Oliver 
Ocasek, D-27 Akron, also didn’t sign 
the measure. He had been under court 
order not to, but a Supreme Court 
justice signed a stay of that order that 
would have allowed him to sign. He 
stiU refused. 
Democrats, nevertheless, sent the 
bills to Gilligan for his signature. 
Gilligan aides tried to deliver the 
signed bills to Secretary of State Ted 
W. Brown for filing Jan. 13, but Brown 
refused them, saying Rhodes had been 
governor since midnight. 
The aides left with the bdls but came 
back later and turned them over to the 


secretary of state. He rn turn gave 
them to John M. McElroy, Rhodes’ 
chief aide. 
The attorney general wants Rhodes, 
because of the statement that he will 
hold onto the bills, made a part to a 
lawsuit fded in federal court by Maria 
Nespeca of Youngstown 
Mrs. Nespeca chaUenged population 
figures used in the redistricting plan, 
but Republicans believe the action was 
only a Democratic attempt to get the 
“Six Day War” into a more friendly 
court. The Ohio Supreme Court is 
dominated by Republicans 5-2. 
The Ohio Supreme Court originally 
refused to get involved, but Justice 
Frank Celebrezze signed the stay 
order. Republians, through Senate 
Minority leader Michael J. Maloney, 
R-7 Cincinnati, then went into Franklin 
County Common Pleas Court 
Meanwhile, 
Franklin 
County 
Prosecutor George C. Smith, who filed 
the first action to stop the bills with the 
Ohio Supreme Court, has asked the 
U.S. 6th Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati to prohibit federal judges in 
northeastern Ohio from hearing the 
case. 
Smith claimed the dispute involved 
the Ohio constitution and should be 
settled in state courts. 
Council Nixes 
Rezoning 
Ordinance 


Senate and House committees held 
their first full round of committee 
sessions since the legislature convened 
16 days ago. Bills covered a range of 
subjects. 


The House State 
Government 
Committee gave first hearings to a bill 
that would give cities, counties, and 
townships the say about where and to 
whom liquor permits could be issued. 
Permits now are regulated by the state 
Board of Liquor Control. 
Sponsoring Rep. Ike Thompson, D-13 
Cleveland, complained that the 
present 
system 
deprives 
local 
governments of the right to rule on 
liquor permits, and that the state 
board pays little heed to complaints 
from local governmental bodies. 
Rep. Donna Pope, R-12 Parma, 
agreed. 
“ The board doesn’t even listen to the 
complaints of city council members. 
I’m not sure this bill is the answer, but 
something’s got to be changed,” she 
said. 


Circleville City Council unanimously 
voted against an ordinance that would 
have rezoned a 9.73 acre tract of land 
at the Atwater Ave.-Morris Road area 
to permit construction of apartments. 


Since the rezoning was 
first 
requested by Cardinal Industries of 
Columbus, it has met with opposition 
from area residents. It was recom­ 
mended by Circleville Planning and 
Zoning Commission, however, that this 
would be the best use for the land. In 
spite 
of 
the 
assurances 
of 
the 
developer the project would be an 
asset to the community, opposition 
remained strong. 


Petitions signed by over 250 of the 
area residents urging members of 
council to vote against the rezoning 
were delivered to members. They also 
received numerous telephone calls 
asking them to vote against the 
legislation. 


In the discussion that preceded the 
voting, Councilman Ben Gordon 
warned the other members that “ If we 
are to represent the people we should 
listened to their wishes.” Councilman 
John Jenkins echoed Gordon when he 
said, “ These people do not want these 
apartments and we should recognize 
their feelings.” 


And Councilman David Goldschmidt 
in voting against the legislation said "I 
feel it is a mistake but I am voting 
“ no” because of the opposition to the 
rezoning. The complex would have 
been a $700,000 project with over 60 
dwelling units, most of them single 
bedroom apartments. 
A ordinance appropriating $537 to 
pay former city health department 
clerk Harriet Wallace for her ac­ 
cumulated sick leave was approved. 
Mrs. Wallace had seldom missed a 
day during her more than 40 years with 
the health department. Her job with 
the city was eliminated when council 
contracted with the Pickaway County 
Board of Health to provide health 
services to the city. 
An ordinance requesting that Pearl 
Street be vacated from Washington 
Street east to the J. W. Eshelman and 
Sons Mill (Carnation Co.) was held to a 
first reading. The vacation of the 
street has been requested by the 
Carnation Co. which owns the land on 
both sides of the street. Councilman 
Jenkins was requested to investigate 
the public utility easements and right 
of ways that may be involved. 
Mayor Frank Barnhill noted there 
will be some changes made in the

River has taken the place of the 
Mansfield Reformatory in juvenile 
cases. Youths who are not considered 
“hard core” are often sent to the youth 
camps. 
When the court sends a youth to the 
Commission, the probation officers 
have already made investigations of 
the child's background and sends this 
information to the authorities there. 
The Youth Commission then notifies 
the court if the juvenile has been sent 
elsewhere. 
Probation officer Jessica Wood said 
unruly children could not be placed in 
the permanent care of the Youth 
Commission. Unruly offenses are 
those offenses which can only be 
committed by a child such as running 
away fom home, school truancy, and 
incorrigible behavior. 
If a youth is placed on probation for 
being unruly and then violates that 
probation, then he can be sent to the 
Youth Commission according to Mrs. 
Wood. 
Mrs. Wood has been with the 
juvenile court for the past ll years. 
Before that she worked in the Probate 
Court for six years. She is the girls' 
probation officer and has ap­ 
proximately 50 girls on probation 
assigned to her. In addition to her 
responsibilities as probation officer, 
Mrs. Wood is also assignment com­ 
missioner and court reporter. She 
types all the transcripts made for 
juvenile court. 
Two men are assigned to handle the 
boys on probation. There are presently 
139 boys who are on probation from the 
court. 
Richard Painter and Chris Staten, 
both 1974 graduates of Rio Grande 
College, came to the court this past 
year. Painter has worked for the past 
eight months and Staten for the past 
five months. Both young men hold 
bachelor of science degrees. Painter 
majored in social work and Staten in 
political science. 
In addition to checking on the 
probationers, these men also provide 
counseling services often at the 
request 
of 
parents. 
They 
do 
background investigations of boys 
being sent to the Ohio Youth Com­ 
mission. 
Painter said he really knew he 
wanted to go into social work after he 
had worked on an Indian reservation in 
Mississippi. 
Other work done by the court in­ 
cludes an annual report on the court’s 
activities which is submitted to the 
Ohio Supreme Court. 
Mrs. Wood also prepares monthly, 
quarterly, semi-annual and annual 
reports for the Ohio Youth Com­ 
mission. 
Guy G. Cline has been probate and 
juvenile judge since his election to that 
position in 1955. Before that he served 
the county as prosecuting attorney. 
In cases where the juvenile is very 
young, the court will often handle the 
case unofficially. Every effort is made 
to protect the youth and in news 
releases, the child’s name is withheld. 
Only in traffic cases is the name of the 
juvenile offender used by the news 
media. 
The juvenile court staff works 
closely with the Pickaway County 
Children’s Services in cases involving 
child abuse, neglected and dependent 
children. 
The Children’s Services is not a part 


of the court but is rather a separate 
agency. They are called in when cases 
of child abuse or neglected children 
are reported. Foster parents are also a 
part of the work done by the PCCS. 
On adoption cases when the child is 
placed by the mother for adoption, the 
juvenile court finds the child depen­ 
dent and grants permanent custody to 
the Pickaway County Children’s 
Services. The Children’s Services then 
places the child. 
As part of the probation in most 
traffic cases, the court will order 
juveniles charged under these statutes 
to attend traffic school. Traffic school 
convenes on Wednesday evenings in 
the municiDal courtroom. 
Traffic school is conducted and 
taught by the Jaycees. There are four 
different sessions and each juvenile 
assigned to attend is required to go 
four times. A different program is 
conducted each Wednesday.

NEW YORK (AP)—First Lady Betty 
Ford says doctors’ reports on her 
recovery from breast cancer were so 
encouraging that the question of her 
husband not running for election in 
1976 was “really never considered.” 
“The most important thing to me is 
that he does what he wants to do,” she 
wrote in the February issue of 
McCall’s magazine. “He is enjoying 
the presidency and he believes he is 
doing useful work. So do I.” 
Mrs. Ford said she had talked about 
and written about her ordeal with 
cancer surgery in which a breast was 
removed because “I had made up my 
mind that this was something that had 
to be done. 
“Maybe if I as First Lady could talk 
about it candidly and without em­ 
barrassment, many other people 
would be able to as well.” 
Discussing the psychological sup­ 
port she received from her husband, 
she wrote, “I think Jerry’s real con­ 
cern was to make me as comfortable 
as possible — and to express his love. 
Perhaps even more so because he 
realized I might feel disfigured or 
mutilated. 
“He wanted to reassure me that it 
made no difference to him; that after 
all, we still loved each other and were 
just as happy after 26 years of mar­ 
riage.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Stocks, cor­ 
porate bonds, mutual funds and even 
savings institutions had a hard time 
attracting savers and investors in 1974, 
but not the U.S. Savings Bonds pro­ 
gram. It had one of its best years. 
More than twice as much money now 
is invested in Savings Bonds than at 
the end of World War II, when the pro­ 
gram began. The total at the beginning 
of 1975 was $63.8 billion, $3 billion more 
than a year earlier. 
Treasury officials aren’t certain why 
the bonds have retained their appeal 
while the public lost confidence in 
many other investments. Some people 
credit the 6 per cent interest rate, 
some the effectiveness of payroll 
deducation plans. 
The troubled economic situation also 
is cited, and so is the power of the U.S. 
government. Many people appear to 
feel that government obligations, such 
as bonds are the most secure in­ 
vestment of all, more so even than 
gold. 
At the very time gold was about to go 
on sale for the first time in 41 years, 
sales of bonds spurted. In the fourth 
quarter alone some $6.86 billion were 
sold, the greatest for any fourth 
quarter since 1945. 
The bond program hasn’t always 
fared so well. In the late 1960s, 
redemptions exceeded sales month 
after month until federal officials got 
unstuck and realized the 4.5 per cent 
rate had to be raised.

at a discount and redeemed at face 
value, and Series H, which are sold at 
full face value and pay interest every 
six months, now offer a 6 per cent rate. 
Even at that, bondholders literally 
lose money so long as the inflation rate 
remains higher. But the security, and 
the fact that on the more popular 
Series E bonds the tax on interest can 
be deferred, seems to offset the 
disadvantage. 
The deferment is frequently used by 
individuals who buy bonds for 
retirement. Instead of paying income 
taxes on the interest earned each year, 
they defer payment until the bonds are 
redeemed. If all goes well, they won’t 
cash-in their holdings until retirement, 
when they’re in a lower tax category. 
FBI Chiel 
Denies Stories 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Charges 
that the FBI is improperly soliciting 
information 
about members of 
Congress or misusing information in 
FBI files concerning them are “er­ 
roneous and without any basis in fact,” 
FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley said 
today. 


“ Congressmen are treated sub­ 
stantially the same as any other citizen 
concerning whom the FBI may receive 
information,” Kelley said. 
“The policy of the FBI is that in­ 
formation concerning members of 
Congress is collected when members 
are the subjects or victims of an in­ 
vestigation or a specific background 
check is requested concerning the 
suitability for nomination to a position 
in the executive or judicial branches,” 
the FBI chief said in a 550-word 
statement issued early today. 


However, he said the FBI does retain 
unsolicited information about mem­ 
bers of Congress in case such in­ 
formation should prove useful should 
the congressman in question be con­ 
sidered for appointment to a position in 
the executive or judicial branches of 
government. 
But, Kelley said, such information 
“is never used to influence the 
judgment or actions of any member of 
Congress.” 


Kelley offered to appear before the 
House Judiciary 
Committee 
to 
“dispute the fallacious statements 
about the FBI’s misuse of information 
concerning members of Congress. I 
will be prepared to discuss in detail 
FBI practices and procedures in this 
regard.” 
Rep. 
Don 
Edwards, 
D-Calif., 
chairman of a House Judiciary sub- 
commitee responsible for overseeing 
FBI operations, was preparing to 
announce details of subcommitee 
hearings on the FBI practice of 
keeping files on members of Congress.

When he is in a reasonably calm 
mood he might be induced to discuss 
his problem with his doctor, who will 
then direct him for physical treatment 
or psychological guidance.

When the exact diagnosis is 
established, hope for a permanent cure 
is based on the exact type of colitis that 
exists. 
Some cases of recurring colitis may 
be caused by parasitic infestation 
following the eating or drinking of 
contaminated substances. This is 
given consideration in people who have 
had repeated attacks of colitis. 
There are few conditions in which 
the emotions play as important a role 
as they do in colitis. 
An exact, verified diagnosis by X- 
ray studies, cultures and stool 
examination, followed by the use of 
the antibiotics and cortisone, have 
been beneficial in controlling or 
eradicating colitis. 
Psychological support, in addition to 
medical treatment, is of great im­ 
portance.

The first of a series of lectures and 
discussion periods in the Institute of 
International Understanding spon­ 
sored by the Circleville Rotary Club 
was to be conducted at the Circleville 
High School. The lectures were 
planned to continue for four weeks 
with a group of outstanding men 
discussing the important world 
questions of the year. 
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The number of readers who ask, 
“What books should I buy for a home 
library?” is a never-ending thrill to 
me. It indicates (I) that young couples 
recognize the riches in good books; (2) 
the families offer something no writer 
should expect — faith in his judgment. 
I write this in an office insulated by 
shelves of thousands of books from 
floor to ceiling. I have been picking, 
culling and updating these categorized 
books for 40 years. It isn’t a great 
library, but it represents the sum 
knowledge of man in such fields as 
biography, history, comparative 
religions, 
nature, 
philosophy, 
psychology, medicine, warfare, crime, 
poetry, geography, politics and 
yearbooks starting with 1923. 
If I were starting over, with a young 
family, I would get the following, even 
if I had to do it on the timepayment 
plan: 
Holy Bible. Buy a big one with large 
type and color plates. Ask for St. 
Jam es 
(Protestant) 
or 
Douay 
(Catholic). For centuries the Old 
Testament and the New were dull 
reading because of “Thee” and “Ye” 
and “Thou.” Ask for one in the ver­ 
nacular — today’s speech. 
Encyclopaedia Britannica. New 
edition runs close to $600, but the 30 
volumes represent all the of ex­ 
periences of man from the dawn of 
history to Arab oil. Written objectively 
by scholars. Also great reference for 
school children who must understand 
anything from hieroglyphics to 
helicopters, from arithmetic to 
zoology. 
Random House Dictionary. Fat 
book, most complete. One of the few 
which covers pronunication and 
meaning of slang words. 
National Geographic Atlas. Most 
books of this type can be graded good. 
National Geographic is more com­ 
plete, has a better index, and, in 
superb cartography, has views of our 
world depicting clusters of lumpy 
mountains and the trenches and 
volcanos under the sea. 
The Harper Encyclopedia of Science 
(Harper & Row). Highly readable 
stories of all known sciences (with 
pictures) in four volumes. 
The History of Psychiatry. By 
Alexander and Selesnick. One volume 
work for the layman, which explains 
man’s study of his mind and his in­ 
terest in levels of thinking; the con­ 
scious and unconscious. 
The Almanac of American politics 
(Gambit Publishers). Lists politicians 
by states, brief biography, picture and 
voting record. 
Life Nature Library. Reasonably 


priced books, which can be bought one 
at a time. Individual books entitled: 
Planets; The Birds; The Fishes; 
Weather; The Sea; The Mountains; 
The Universe. Fascinating reading. 
Scame’s Encyclopedia of Games 
(Harper & Row). Authoritative 
dissertation on games, official rules, 
and how to detect cheating. Encom­ 
passes a thousand ways to relax at 
home with cards, dice, wheels, boards, 
etc. 


Abraham Lincoln, The War Years 
(Harcourt, Brace). Carl Sandburg’s 
monumental work on the President 
and the 
Civil War. 
Written 
so 
poetically that it must rank as one of 
the IO best works of the 20th century. 
Four volumes. 
The Complete Works of Shakespeare 
(Doubleday). Everything the bard 
wrote, in one volume. For those who 
like to read and think. 
A Treasury of Great Reporting 
(Simon & Schuster). Notable events of 
history as originally written by 
newspaper writers. Good insight into 
the best work achieved by journalist* 
under the pressure of deadlines. 


Comparative Guide to American 
Colleges (Harper & Row). Colleges 
and universities listed alphabetically. 
Lists town, tuition, major and minor 
subjects, accreditation, etc. This book 
is for parents of growing children. 
Dictionary of American Biography 
(Scribner’s). 
Twenty 
blue-clad 
volumes listing scores of thousands of 
famous Americans: short, incisive 
history of accomplishments, and 
names of additional reference works if 
required. 


Masterpieces of Philosophy (Harper 
& Row). If you can afford but one 
volume, buy this one. If you want the 
whole story written with enchantment, 
buy a volume at a time of WU! Durant’s 
memorable The Story of Civilization 
(Simon & Schuster). 


This, I believe, would constitute a 
good basic library. It embraces almost 
everything in the broad field of 
knowledge, and endorses one fun book: 
Scame’s. If you by these slowly and 
read them at your whim, you will be a 
well-informed person. 


The only additional items are to read 
a newspaper every day, and subscribe 
to one news magazine. All of which 
may cut your television time one hour 
a night, but it’s worth it. Best time for 
reading, absorbing and remembering 
is late evening.

Ahrens-Fox Com pany Still Lives 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — The 
Ahrens-Fox Fire Engine Co. is alive 
after 122 years and living in a dark 
Cincinnati warehouse, but production 
has slowed down. 
The one-man operation turns out one 
fire truck each five years. 
Love not profit has kept the firm 
going. How can you make a living 
when one man takes half a decade to 
build just one engine? 
“Well, it’s sort of neck and neck,” 
grinned 64-year-old Richard “Curt” 
Nepper, the perfectionist who loves, 
owns and operates Ahrens-Fox. 
Almost lost in the clutter of a dank 
old building behind a brewery in 
Cincinnati’s West End sits the future 
pride of the Southern Campbell 
County, Ky., Fire Department. 
Nepper looked with pride and af­ 
fection at his latest product. 
"It takes awhile,” he said. 
Nepper has been hand building the 
equipment for the fire truck chassis 
which he bought in 1969. 
Nepper and his one part-time helper 
take immense pride in their work. 
“I’m old-fashioned, I guess,” said 
Nepper. “In the old days we all had 
pride in our work. Nobody had to stand 
over you with a club.” 
Nepper is widely known in the 
United States as the expert in ser­ 
vicing and repairing the 200 Ahrens- 
Fox fire trucks still in use. He said the 
company had produced 900 trucks over 
the years and distributed them world­ 
wide. 
Seven are in Rotterdam, Holland, 
and the Tokyo, Japan, fire department 
has a 1912 model it uses for parades, 
Nepper said. 
‘‘Detroit found one of our old horse- 
drawn steamers and wanted plans for 
a three-horse half-hitch,” he said, 
pulling out a copy of the plans drawn in

Spot Coal 
Prices Dip 


CHARLESTON. W.Va. (AP) - The 
spot coal market, which last year saw 
soaring prices and intense com ­ 
petition, is declining and bringing 
layoffs and cutbacks in West Virginia’s 
surface mining industry. 
“The spot market has softened 
considerably since the first of the 
year,” said Edwin K. Wiles, president 
of the West Virginia Association. 
One of the state’s largest surface 
mine operators laid off 90 employes 
Monday because of declining demand 
for spot coal, according to Dan Gerkin, 
vice president of the West Virginia 
Surface Mining and Reclamation 
Association. 
Most coal is mined under long-term 
contracts with utilities and steel mills. 
Utilities get only about IO per cent of 
their coal on the so-called spot market, 
buying from small underground and 
surface mines. 
But many utilities began bidding into 
the spot market last year to replace 
scarce oil and to build up stockpiles in 
anticipation of the United Mine 
Workers strike,

pushed from as low as $10 a ton to $50 a 
ton and higher.

BOSTON (AP) — For nearly 30 
years, he was a patient at the U.S. 
Public Health Service Hospital here 
where he came to be loved by other 
patients and staff members. 
They called him Charles Jamieson 
after he was rescued from a life raft in 
the North Atlantic in February 1945. 
He was suffering from amnesia and 
was paralyzed from the waist down.

“He was — you could almost say 
loved — by every member of the staff, 
almost as if he were a mascot or a 
member of the family. There was 
hardly a patient or a staff member or a 
visitor that passed him without saying 
something." 
But people never knew if he un­ 
derstood what they said, Hedquist 
said. 
The name Charles Jamieson was on 
a card in his pocket when he was 
rescued. The card listed a birth date in 
April 1898

Motors of refusing to notify the owners 
of an estimated 816,000 older model 
automobiles of alleged safety-related 
defects in their cars. 
The Department of Transportation’s 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration said Monday it had 
filed suit in U.S. District Court here 
against the giant automaker seeking a 
total of $800,000 in civil penalties as 
well as injunctive relief. 
One suit seeks to force GM to notify 
owners of 1965 and 1966 Chevrolets and 
1966 Buicks built before March 28,1966 
that a fire hazard exists from allegedly 
faulty carburetor plugs in the 
Rochester Quadrajet carburetor. It 
estimated 375,000 vehicles were in­ 
volved. 
The second suit asks that GM be 
ordered to notify owners of 1965 
through 1968 model Buick Electra 225s 
and Buick Wildcats and early 
production 1970 model Cadillacs 
(except El Dorados) that are equipped 
with cruise control that an alleged 
defect exists in the engine mounts. The 
department estimated 441,000 vehicles 
were involved. 


Sextuplets Mom May Try Again 


SAN JOSE, Calif. (AP) - Charlotte 
and Alvin Lange wanted a family of 
two girls and two boys. But when Mrs. 
I^ange failed to conceive, they said 
they felt it was “the end of everything, 
of all our hoping.’’ 
Then they learned that Mrs. I^ange 
could bear children with the help of the 
drug Pergonal. 
She bore quadruplets. None sur­ 
vived. 
She bore sextuplets less than 13 
months later. Only one survived. 
“I ask why it happened to us, why 
twice?" Mrs. Lange said in an in­ 
terview. “Alvin always tells me life 
comes with no guarantees. We’re not 
too religious, but we both believe 
things happen because God makes 
them. Without that belief we’d be in 
trouble because there wouldn’t be 
anything that could help us un­ 
derstand." 
Mrs. Lange, 26, never saw the 
quadruplets who died shortly after 
birth Nov. 23, 1973. She has held only 
one of her IO babies — Jolene Rene, the 
sole surviving sextuplet born Dec. 8, 
1974. 
Jolene is gradually strengthening 
her grasp on life with intensive care at 
Valley Medical Center here. The 
longes say they have been told they 
may be able to bring her home by 
March. 
“Children fulfill a marriage," Mrs. 
Lange said, looking spry and rosy- 
cheeked despite her recent ordeal. 
“Even with a good marriage like ours 
there’s always something lacking. We 
felt the two of us would be able to give 
something to children, to provide a 
good home." 
Mrs. I.ange said she is considering 
taking a fertility drug again. 
Her husband, a $12,500na-year ar­ 
mored car guard, said they would 
rather try to have another baby on 
their own before they would consider 
adopting. 
“We want more children," said 
Lange, 31, who was an adopted child. 
He said they have not consulted an 
adoption agency, but they talked with 
friends familiar with the process and 
decided it was too long and com­ 
plicated. 
Dr. Vincent Nola, Mrs. Lange’s 
obstetrician, said by the time she is 
ready for a third pregnancy new 
techniques may be available to help 
avert another multiple birth.

Emissions 
Plan Rapped 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Proposed 
tighter automobile emission standards 
will increase new car prices and set 
back the nation’s drive for fuel 
* conomy while having little beneficial 
* ffeet on air quality, Chrysler Corp. 
said today. 
The automaker’s spokesman was the 
lead-off witness as the Environmental 
I Yotection Agency opened hearings on 
I Tesident Ford’s proposal to postpone 
i urther restrictions on auto emissions 
in order to improve gasoline economy. 
Sid Terry, Chrysler vice president 
for public responsibility and consumer 
•ffairs, said the standards proposed 
for 1977 model year cars would cost 
onsumers over $200 more per car 
while causing fuel economy to drop 12 
per cent below 1975 new car levels. 
Terr) also said the standards would 
arm the nation’s balance of payments 
because the automobile manufac­ 
turers would have to nearly triple im­ 
ports of metals such as platinum that 
ire used in emission control devices 
such as the catalytic converter. 
Terry said the tighter standards 
would have little beneficial effect on 
he nation’s air quality. He cited EPA 
estimates showing air quality already 
s improving as a result of current 
standards. He said this improvement 
vould continue as more older cars are 
phased out. 


to send refunds back to taxpayers as 
quickly as possible. This normally 
takes from three to five weeks after 
the return is filed. Several factors can 
delay a refund, but you can avoid some 
of them. For example, be sure all the 
arithmetic on your return is correct, 
and make certain your Social Security 
number and your spouse’s are right 
and that they are written to ap­ 
propriate order to the blocks provided. 
Place the peel-off pre-addreased label 
from the forms package mailed to you 
on your return. Its use will speed the 
processing of your return. Finally, 
remember that the IHS cannot send 
you your refund unless you sign your 
return. 
(Q.) How do I report my dividend 
and interest income for 1974? 
(A.) Schedule B, Dividend and 
Interest Income, has been reinstated 
for those who have such income to 
report to detail. If you have $400 or less 
of dividend or interest income, you will 
not have to list it on Schedule B, but 
only include the totals on lines 10a, 10b 
and 10c of Form 1040. 
(Q.) How can I correct the in­ 
formation on my W-2 Wage and Tax 
Statement for 1974? 
(A.) If you receive an erroneous 
Form W-2, you should ask your em­ 
ployer to issue a new W-2 to you dearly 
marked “corrected copy.” You should 
then file Copy B of the corrected 
statement with your Federal tax 
return.

New Soviet 
Jet Bomber 
Deployed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. in­ 
telligence sources say the Russians 
have started deploying a new long- 
range supersonic bomber that may be 
an issue in the next stage of U.S.^Soviet 
negotiations on limiting nuclear 
weapons. 
They said a small number of the new 
bombers, code-named Backfire, have 
appeared at a Soviet air force base in 
southwestern Russia and a Soviet 
naval base in the Black Sea region. 
Although 
expected, the 
first 
deployment of the swing-wing Back­ 
fire could sharpen a controversy 
potentially standing in the path of final 
U.S.-Soviet agreement on curbing 
nuclear arms. 
Administration officials said the 
status of the new bomber was not 
resolved when President Ford and 
Soviet jG oaw iabl chief beonid I. 
Brezhnev agreed last November on the 
framework of a ten-year pact 
restricting each country to 2,400 
strategic missiles and heavy bombers. 
These officials indicated the United 
States may press for inclusion of the 
Backfire under this ceiling when U.S. 
and Russian diplomats meet in Geneva 
starting Jan. 31 to work toward a 
formal signing of the agreement later 
this year. 
The Russians are expected to oppose 
counting the Backfire within the 2,400 
missile-bomber limit.

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No-Fault Insurance 
Measure Readied 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - A 
revamped no-fault auto insurance bill 
that would freeze auto insurance rates 
is almost ready for introduction in the 
legislature. 
The chief sponsor, Rep. Ronald H. 
Weyandt, D-43 Akron, said he expects 
to introduce it this week if it’s drafted 
in time. Otherwise, he will offer it 
early next week, he said Tuesday. 
Weyandt said the measure is similar 
to one that passed the House but died in 
the Senate last year. He said he 
decided to support a rate freeze, rather 
than the mandated Ave per cent 
reduction in rates, “ because of the 
uncertain economic conditions.” 
“ We know that deaths are down, 
with the energy shortage and the lower 
speed limits. But we also know that 
hospital and medical costs are sky­ 
rocketing,” he said. 
Besides the rates, which would be 
frozen for one or two years, the Akron 
Democrat said his measure also will 
call for a so-called “threshold” of 
$1,500—instead of $250 as before. 
The threshold is the starting point at 
which court suits could be brought 
under the bill’s “no fault” concept. 
Claims of less than that—for such 
things as medical expenses and lost 
wages—would be paid by a person's 
Farm Land 
Price Hikes 
Slow Down 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Real estate 
experts in the Agriculture Department 
say superheated prices for farm land 
cooled off dramatically in the latter 
part of 1974, partly because many 
prospective buyers decided it was not 
as good an investment as it had been. 
Even so, the department’s Economic 
Research Service said Tuesday, the 
average price of farm real estate last 
Nov. I was up 21 per cent from a year 
earlier. The average nationally, the 
agency said, was $339 per acre, 
compared with $280 per acre on Nov. I, 
1973. 
However, the report said, about one- 
half of the increase occurred before 
March I, 1974, another benchmark 
date used to compare farm real estate 
values. 
“ Thus, the rate of increase slowed 
substantially from 2.5 per cent per 
month between Nov. I, 1973, and 
March 1,1974, to 1.2 per cent per month 
during the period from March I to Nov. 
I, 1974,” the report said. 
Farm land values are expected to 
continue rising at about I per cent a 
month through March I this year, 
officials said. Thus, measured from 
March I, 1974, it appears the average 
value per acre will go up about 15 per 
cent during the 12-month span.

The sources said Tuesday night that, 
according to Colson, Hunt delivered 
sealed envelopes and packages to 
Richard Ober. Ober has been iden­ 
tified by other sources as the CIA 
counterintelligence officer who headed 
a unit designed to monitor any con­ 
nections between domestic radicals 
and foreigners during the Nixon ad­ 
ministration. 
In a probe spurred by allegations in 
The New York Times that Ober’s unit 
conducted illegal domestic sur­ 
veillance, 
the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations Committee will ask former 
CIA Director Richard M. Helms today 
to explain apparent discrepancies in 
his sworn statements on the CIA’s 
domestic activities. 
Meanwhile, Senate leaders continue 
to discuss the membership of a 
proposed select committee to in­ 
vestigate the CIA, FBI and other U.S. 
intelligence agencies. 
Speaking to Sens. Howard H. Baker 
Jr., R-Tenn., and Lowell P. Weicker, 
R-Conn., Colson said that he suspected 


Hunt’s envelopes contained tapes and 
other material relating to operations of 
the White House plumbers unit, the 
sources said. 
Colson also said Ober passed the 
information to Helms and that he 
continued until late May 1972. The CIA 
has said it stopped providing Hunt aid 
for Colson’s projects on the plumbers 
unit on Aug. 27, 1971. 
The sources stressed that the two 
senators, both of whom served on the 
Senate Watergate Committee, had 
obtained no independent confirmation 
of Colson’s assertions. 
Spokesmen for the two senators 
confirmed Tuesday night that they had 
requested the meeting Monday with 
Colson and that he was brought from 
Ft. Holabird, Md., to the federal 
courthouse in Alexandria, Va., for the 
session. 
Colson is serving one to three years 
in prison after pleading guilty to ob­ 
struction of justice for attempting to 
defame Pentagon Papers defendant 
Daniel Ellsberg. 
Helms, now ambassador to Iran, will 
testify today in closed session about a 
statement he made to the same 
committee nearly two years ago 
denying any knowledge of a White 
House request for information on the 
antiwar movement. 


In recent days Helms has ac­ 
knowledged in sworn testimony that 
the CIA set up a counterintelligence 
group to analyze information on 
American radical groups in response 
to concerns expressed by Presidents 
Richard M. Nixon and Lyndon B. 
Johnson that disturbances at home 
may have been influenced from 
abroad. 


The Senate is expected to vote 
Monday to establish an eleven- 
member select committee that would 
probe both domestic and foreign in­ 
telligence operations.

Demos Push Own Economic Plan 


WASHINGTON

Con­ 
gressional Democrats, led by Speaker 
Carl Albert, say they can do a better 
job than President Ford in directing 
tax relief where it’s needed, fighting 
the energy crisis and helping the poor 
cope with inflation. 
In making these arguments Monday 
night, Albert joined other Democratic 
leaders in a steady drumbeat of 
criticism against Ford’s economic and 
energy proposals. 
Albert, in a broadcast reply to 
Ford’s economic address last week, 
said the Democrats who control 
Congress would welcome cooperation 
from the executive — “We are not 
seeking confrontation. We are seeking 
solutions.” 
But he said Ford’s proposal to rebate 
1974 income taxes by 12 per cent would 
put 43 per cent of the refund into the 
hands of the richest 17 per cent of 
taxpayers. Democratic leaders have 
asked the House to pass by the end of 
March a tax reduction for middle and 
lower income persons only. 
Albert said Ford’s proposals for oil 
taxation would mean price increases 
as much as 25 per cent for gasoline, 
heating oil, electricity, food, fertilizer 
and other products. 
Albert asked what good it would do a 
family to get a $75 to $100 tax rebate if 
at the same time the family’s gasoline 
and heating oil bill went up by $250 to 
$300. 
Albert said Congress would vhave to 
consider such things as gasoline 
rationing, prohibiting the sale of 
gasoline on Sundays, excise taxes on 
automobiles with high horsepower and 
possibly other measures. 
Other Democrats also were criticial 
of Ford’s proposals. 
—Rep. Al Ullman of Oregon, 
chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee where all tax bills 
originate, said he favored a cut in 1975 
withholding tax rates instead of the 
single-shot tax rebate on 1974 taxes 
that Ford has asked for. 
Ullman also said Ford’s proposed 
tariff increase on imported oil was 
unfair. He said that while rationing is 
“a tough bullet to bite,” it would prob­ 
ably have to come as the “ultimate 
objective/*____________ __ 


—Sens. Edward M. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts and Henry M. Jackson 
of Washington said they will introduce 
a resolution to delay for 90 days the 
Ford plan to increase oil import tariffs 
beginning next month. The resolution 
would in effect suspend authority that 
Ford already has. 


—Sen. Edmund S. Muskie of Maine 
also said he opposes Ford’s plan to 
increase oil tariffs, saying that such a 
plan discriminates against New Eng­ 


land, which depends heavily on oil to 
heat homes and fuel industries. 
Ford’s program also was criticized 
by a Republican, Sen. Jacob K. Javits 
of New York. The President’s 
economic program falls “far short of 
the magnitude of the crisis,” Javits 
said. 
The senator said any tax rebate 
should be prohibited for families 
earning more than $25,000 and he 
urged authorization of wage and price 
controls.

MONTREAL (AP) — Police in­ 
vestigating the mass murder of 13 
people in a Montreal night club think 
an escaped convict named Richard 
Blass may have been involved. But 
apparently they have no concrete evi­ 
dence pointing to him. 
The police are trying to determine if 
there is any connection between the 
wholesale killing in the Gargantua 
Club Monday night and the mobstyle 
killing of two men in the same club last 
October. They think the killer or killers 
Monday night might have been 
eliminating witnesses to the October 
slaying. 
Two men entered the secondfloor 
club over a cleaning shop last Oct. 30, 
fired IO shots into Raymond Laurin, 30, 
and Roger Levesque, 28, and escaped. 
The police said they suspected Blass 
and Roger Roussel, who escaped a 
week earlier from a Montreal 
penitentiary and who the police said 
had been confederates of the two 
murdered men in 1969. 
Roussel was recaptured about six 
weeks ago and is accused of another 
killing in another Montreal bar a week 
before. Blass is still at large. 


The police made this reconstruction 
of the murders Monday night: The 
killer or killers shot the manager, 
Rejean Fortin, 43, in the head, and one 
of the customers, Pierre Lamarche, 
29, in the stomach shortly before 
midnight. Then they herded the other 
ll people in the club into a 6-by-8-foot 
beer storage closet along with Fortin’s 
body and Lamarche, padlocked the 
door, barricaded it with a juke box and 
set fire to the building. 


It took the fire department about 
three hours to put out the fire. Firemen 
said it appeared the fire was started 
near the door of the closet. 
“We think they wanted to get rid of 
any witnesses,” said Asst. Police 
Director Gaude Desautels. 
He said Fortin died of his wounds, 
but Lamarche and the others were 
asphyxiated by the fire. 


The other victims included Fortin’s 
wife, Claire; a go-go dancer at the 
club, 21-year-old Denise Lauze; 
another woman; and eight men. Most 
of them were believed to be innocent 
bystanders who happened to be in the 
bar at the time.

Liquor Sales 
Being Urged 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The chief 
sponsor of the bill in the last 
legislature that repealed Ohio’s 
Sunday sales restrictions wants to do 
away with a law that bans the sale of 
alcoholic beverages on election day. 
Rep. John A. Galbraith, R-69 
Maumee, said he planned to introduce, 
possibly today, a measure which would 
allow state liquor stores, taverns, and 
bars to operate normally on election 
day. Presently, bars and taverns may 
open for business, but can sell only 
low-powered beer. 
Galbraith said he presumed the law 
was passed initially to try to keep 
unscrupulous politicians from “trying 
to buy votes with drinks. I think we 
now have advanced beyond that. 
“My feeling about this is about the 
same as it was on the blue laws,” he 
added, referring to statutes which until 
last year prohibited most business 
transactions on Sunday but never were 
uniformly enforced. 
The Maumee lawmaker said he is 
optimistic about the chances for his 
new bUl. The bill has bipartisan sup­ 
port, including that of Rep. Michael 
Del Bane, D*56 Hubbard, chairman of 
the House State Government Com­ 
mittee, which will consider it, he said. 
Galbraith said he expects about 
three other Republica to join as co­ 
sponsors.

Supreme Court’s decision legalizing 
most abortions. 
Dr. J. C. Willke, who with his wife 
heads the national Right to Life 
organization, said his group will picket 
seven abortion clinics in Cincinnati 
and later stage a “memorial march” 
to the city’s Federal Building.

3 Hostages Freed 
In Indiana Caper 


CIJC VE LAND, Ohio (A P)- Two 
Ohio steel firms—Republic Steel Corp. 
of Cleveland and Armco Steel Corp. of 
Middletown—have reported that their 
profits nearly doubled in 1974. 
Republic Steel President W.J. 
Del^ancey called it a “return of the 
company’s profitability to levels 
comparable with those of manufac­ 
turing generally. 
“Earnings at such levels are ab­ 
solutely essential and must be 
maintained if Republic is to be able to 
meet the enormous capital needs 
confronting it in the next decade,” 
Del^ancey added. 
The improved earnings for Republic 
came despite a 5.8 per cent drop in raw 
steel production and a 4.1 per cent 
decline in shipments of finished steel. 
Republic’s net income was $170.7 
million, or $10.55 per share, on sales 
totaling $2.77 billion, compared with 
earnings of $86.74 million, or $5.36 per 
share, on sales totaling $2.07 billion in 
1973, when production and finished 
shipments were higher. 
Armco reported earnings of $204.26 
million, or $6.71 per share, on sales of 
$3.19 billion, compared with 1973 
earnings of $107.45 million or $3.38 per 
share on sales of $2.39 billion. 
Armco reported its fourth-quarter 
earnings were $51.95 million, or $1.70 
per share, on sales of $867.39 million, 
nearly twice the earnings of 1973’s fi­ 
nal quarter when the company 
reported net income of $27.07 million, 
or 80 cents per share, on sales of $661.7 
million. 


Armco said it expects to spend about 
$225 million for capital improvements 
this year. 
For Republic, the fourth quarter’s 
earnings, more than doubled, were 
$49.77 million, or $3.07 per share, on 
sales of $711.18 million, compared with 
1973’s final-quarter net income of 
$20.86 million, or $1.29 per share, on 
sales of $527.9 million.

Miss Rice was 
arrested Jan. 4 on fraud 
charges and was still in jail 
Tuesday night. 
Among the NFL teams 
mentioned In the report were 
the Houston Oilers, St. Louis 
Cardinals, 
San 
Diego 
Chargers, Detroit Lions, 
Kansas City Chiefs, Cin­ 
cinnati Bengals and the 
Redskins. 
NFL Executive Director 
Jim Kensil said only that 
“there’s nothing in what she 
has said that has been sub­ 
stantiated in any way.” 


A spokesman for the Cardi­ 
nals said the team had in­ 
formed the NFL security 
division of the report. He 
denied any knowledge of Miss 
Rice’s activities.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress is 
responding to President Ford’s 
renewed drive for his economic 
program with quick action on tax relief 
while entangling his energy program 
in dispute. 
In a no-retreat statement opening his 
news conference Tuesday, Ford said 
he 
will 
put 
into 
effect 
without 
congressional help his tariff on im­ 
ported oil and would veto any man­ 
datory gasoline rationing legislation. 
House leaders went ahead with plans 
to open 
hearings 
today 
on 
tax 
abatement — both Ford’s version and 
Democratic counterproposals. 
But they moved to block the im­ 
position of the $3-a-barrel tax on im­ 
ported crude oil long enough for other 
options to be brought up. 
House Majority Leader Thomas P. 
O’Neill Jr., D-Mass., said hearings will 
begin Monday or Tuesday on his 
resolution to hold up the tariff at least 
90 days. 
Ford said he would put it in effect by 
proclamation this week, clearing the 
way for the tax beginning at $1 on Feb. 
I and reaching $3 April I. 
In the nationally broadcast news 
conference, Ford also said “the United 
States does feel that the danger of war 
in the Middle East is very serious’’ and 
that diplomatic efforts to avoid an 
outbreak are being intensified with 
both Israel and the Arab states. 
“We are supplying some arms to 
various states in that region,” he said, 
adding it is important to maintain “a 
certain degree of military capability 
on all sides” while negotiations go on. 
Ford again backed Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger in refusing to 


rule out military takeover of oil fields 
in the hypothetical situation that the 
West might 
be 
strangled 
by 
a 
petroleum cutoff. But he said this 
would be an extreme situation, not 
something like last year’s short-lived 
embargo. 
On other matters, Ford: — Said he 
cannot foresee any circumstances in 
which the United States might re-enter 
the Vietnam war, but said he will ask 
for another $300 million in military aid 
for South Vietnam. 
—Said that “unfortunately” he must 
refrain from recommending a national 
health program because of his decision 
to start no new costly programs. 
Democrats have promised to press 
ahead on health insurance. 
—Predicted detente with the Soviet 
Union, including improvement of trade 
relations, will continue despite his dis­ 
appointment over Soviet rejection of 
the 1972 trade agreement. 
—Defended 
again 
his 
recom ­ 
mendations that increases in benefit 
programs, including Social Security, 
be limited to 5 per cent and that food 
stamps be priced higher for some 
recipients. 
—Repeated that he is analyzing 
whether his amnesty program for 
Vietnam-era deserters and draft 
dodgers, due to expire Jan. 31, should 
be extended, 
Much of the questioning centered on 
Ford’s disputes with congressional 
Democrats on energy measures. In an 
apparent thrust at the congressional 
majority, Ford said, “I will not sit by 
and watch the nation continue to talk 
about an energy crisis and do nothing 
about it.” 
Energy-Tax Combo 
Aids Low Incomes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford’s plan to boost energy prices 
while reducing taxes would leave 
additional spending money in the 
pockets of the typical family of four 
earning $15,000 or less. Families above 
that income level will suffer a net loss. 
But Americans in both categories 
would be committed under Ford’s 
program to paying higher energy bills 
before the administration could assure 
them of extra money to pay them. 
Ford said Tuesday he will officially 
order higher import fees on imported 
oil beginning at $1 a barrel on Feb. I 
and rising to $3 a barrel by April I. 
Treasury Department tax officials 
said Tuesday that each $1 of the import 
fee will add an average of about one 
cent to the price of a gallon of gasoline, 
home heating oil, and other products, 


Pigs Used 
To Study 
Attacks 


MARCO ISLAND, Fla. 
(AP) - 
Doctors are studying sleeping pigs in 
an effort to learn why so many sudden, 
fatal human heart attacks begin while 
the victim is in bed fast asleep. 
Studies with pigs have found that the 
irregular heart beats which warn of an 
imminent fatal heart attack are most 
likely while sleep is deepest. 
For many years, heart researchers 
have linked the opposite form of sleep 
— light sleep marked by dreams — 
v. ith heart troubles that could lead to 
sudden death. It was thought dreams 
about strenuous physical activity or 
dreams 
involving fear, anger or 
frustration were the culprits 
But when doctors at Baylor College 
of 
Medicine 
in 
Houston, 
Tex., 
deliberately caused heart attacks in 
sleeping pigs wired to measure brain 
activity, they found the heart attacks 
began in deep sleep. 
“This was indeed unexpected.” Dr. 
Henry McIntosh of Baylor told an 
American Heart Association science 
writers forum Tuesday. 
Doctors still don’t know how the 
state of sleep could account for the 
sudden onset of a fatal heart attack. 
Each year in the United States, there 
are 300,000 deaths due to heart 
problems that doctors class as 
sudden death.’ They occur within 24 
hours of onset of the trouble and in­ 
volve a person not being treated in a 
hospital or confined at home. 
Estimates are that at least half of 
these begin while the victim is asleep. 
The pain often wakes him. Sometimes 
death occurs in a matter of minutes. 


rising to a total of three cents a gallon 
when the full fee is unposed. 
One Treasury official estimated 
Tuesday night that a family of four 
with total income of $15,000 and below 
would receive a tax reduction greater 
than the increase in its energy bills. 
He estimated the average energy bill 
would increase $250 under the 
program, although the increase would 
be lower for lower-income families and 
higher for higher-income families. 
“Everybody below $15,000 will just 
be better off,” said this official, who 
did not want to be named. 
Several Democratic congressional 
leaders have asked Ford to delay the 
import fee plan until Congress can act. 
Edgar R. Fiedler, assistant treasury 
secretary for economic affairs, said 
Americans may start paying the 
higher fuel prices within a few weeks, 
especially for such products as 
gasoline. 
Ford has proposed a series of tax 
reductions for 1975 to offset the higher 
energy cost, but there is no guarantee 
Congress will approve these in the 
form he wants, or in the time he wants. 
Part of the Ford program is to give 
taxpayers money to pay their higher 
energy bills through a series of per­ 
manent tax reductions. 
But Ford administration officials 
say the reductions will be of greatest 
benefit to lower income groups, and in 
this way will help make the nation’s in­ 
come tax more progressive. 
About five million persons would be 
removed entirely from the tax rolls, 
and adults who have paid no tax at all 
would get a $80 annual payment from 
the government to offset their energy 
cost increases, which, at low-income 
levels, are estimated at about $44, 
officials say. 


Panel Chairman Races Heated 


WASHINGTON (AP) - As the races 
for House committee chairmanships 
heat up, one candidate reports he has 
been threatened with loss of his sub­ 
committee unless he drops his 
challenge to a veteran House chair­ 
man. 
On the eve of today’s voting, the No. 
2 Democrat on the Administration 
Committee, Frank Thompson Jr. of 
New Jersey, announced his candidacy 
for chairman and accused incumbent 
Wayne L. Hays of Ohio of abusing his 
chairmanship. 
Another heated race is a three-way 
contest for chairman of the Banking 
committee, which will handle many of 
the major economic proposals pending 


before Congress. 
That pits the dean of the House, 81- 
year-old Wright Patman of Texas, 
against a Wisconsin liberal, Henry S. 
Reuss, and a moderate conservative, 
Robert G. Stephens Jr. of Georgia. 
Stephens’ candidacy is thought likely 
to drain off some of Patman’s support.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Amtrak and 
private railroad inspectors have 
completed about 20 per cent of the 
track-and-facilities studies for the ex­ 
perimental passenger-train route that 
will run from Washington, D.C. to 
Kansas City and Denver. 


Those inspections are necessary 
preliminaries to decisions by Amtrak 
and the railroads involved on what 
capital improvements are needed 
along the route before service can be­ 
gin. 


After Amtrak, the National Rail 
Passenger Service Corp., makes its 
own assessment, a spokesman here 
said Tuesday, the agency will decide 
what capital improvements it will fund 
and include in its budget presentations 
to Congress. 


The IO-week inspection has been 
divided into three sections, the 
spokesman said. Track and facilities 
from Washington to Cincinnati have 
been inspected already in the two 
weeks spent so far, he said. 


nections with trains to Chicago and a 
Houston-Denver train, plus the addi­ 
tion of 500,000 persons to the population 
served by the Amtrak network. 


Under way are checks between 
Cincinnati and Indianapolis, to be 
followed by inspections between La 
Junta, Colo., and Denver.
